A. Jackson, while plowing on an 
island in Cuivre, one mile north of 


M oscow NIills, turned up an old log 
containing a heavy tin box,in which 


he found money and valuables a g ­ 


gregating 
nearly 
83,000. 
Nearly 


$2,750 was in money, princijially in 
gold and silver. 
The box co nta in­ 


ed only a small amount in currency, 


part of which was in 
lo c and 50c 


confederate bills. Th e jiaper money 
was in p. poor state of preservation. 
Besides the money there was a d i a ­ 
mond ring worth probably $75 and 
a gold watch. 
Mr. Jackson had the land leased 
from his father, Thos. Jackson. A 
Mr. Shults had been a partner in 
the lease, but had sold his interest 
to young Jackson the day before.

confederate money seems 
to 
indicate that the treasure was buried 
during the war.
